DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to 
warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 1, 
none of the prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed ophthalmic 
apparatus specifically including, as the distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other 
limitations the claimed "a reflection member, having a reflection surface, which is arranged 
insertably and removably between the eye and the nozzle." 

3. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 9, none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed ophthalmic apparatus specifically including, as the 
distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other limitations the claimed "a reflection 
member, arranged insertably and removably between the eye and the nozzle, for guiding the 
reflection light from the eye to the examination optical system."
